Men 
have been able to raife, as the Scheme I liave 
to propofe will be a great Improvement to 
the publick Revenue, an Improvement of, 2 
or 300,000/. per Ann. and perhaps more, and 
as it will likewife be of great Advantage to 
the fair Trader, I thought it my Duty, not 
only as being in the Station I amin, but alfo 
as a Member of this Houfe, to lay it before 
you; for no fuch Clamours thall ever deter 
me from doing what I think is my Duty, or 
from propofing any Thing that I am con-

Upon, and payable from Tcbacco and Wines: 
This can be done in no Way fo proper, as that 
of preventing for the future thofe Frauds by

‘uch in Time to come. This, Sir, I am 
lully fenfible of, and from this have fprung 
all thofe Clamours raifed without Doors a- 
gainft what I am now to propofe. The Smug- 
glers, the fraudulent Dealers, and thofe who 
have for many Years been enriching thems 
‘elves by cheating their Country, forefaw, 
that if the Scheme I am now to propofe took 
Effect, that profitable Trade would be at an 
End; this gave them the Alarm, and from 
them I am perfuaded, all thofe Clamours have 
Originally proceeded. 

In this "tis certain they have been moft 
ftrenuoufly affifted by another Set of People, 
Whe, from Metives wych worle, and of

It has been moft induftrioufly {pread abroad, 
that the Scheme I am now to propofe, was a 
Scheme for a General Excife; but I aver na 
fuch Scheme ever enter’d into my Head, nor, 
for what I know, into the Head of any Man 
I am acquainted with: My Thoughts were 
always confined folely to thofe two Branches 
of the Revenue arifing from the Duties on 
Wine and Tobacco, and it was the frequent 
Advices I had of the notorious Frauds com- 
mitted in them, and the Clamours even of 
fame of the Merchants themfelves, that made 
me turn my Thoughts particularly towards 
thofe two Branches, in order to find out, if 
pofible, fome Remedy for the growing Evil 5 
what I am now to propofe will, I believe, if 
agreed to, be an effeétual Remedy; but if f 
now fail in it, it will be the laft Attempt 
of this Kind I thall ever make; I believe it 
will be the laft that will ever be made, either 
by me or by any that thal) fucceed me in 

ation I am now in. | 
the Srati ig a 
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At prefent, Sir, I thall lay before you only 
the Cafe with reipect to the Tobacco-Trade, 
and the Revenue arifing therefrom; and here 
it will be neceilary firft to confider the Con- 
dition of our Planters of Tobacco in America ; 
if we can give any Credit to what they them- 
felves fay, we muft conclude that they are 
reduced almoit to the laft Extremity, even 
almoft to a State of Defpair, by the many 
Frauds committed in that Trade, by the heavy 
Duties the Importers of Tobacco are obliged 
to pay upon Importation, and by the ill Utage 
they have met with from their Faétors and 
Correfpondents here in England, who from 
being their Servants are now become their 
Lords and Mafters.. Thefe poor People have 
fent home many Reprefentations of the bad 
State of their Affairs, and have lately fent 
over a Gentleman with a Remonftrance fett- 
ing forth their Grievances, and praying for 
fome {peedy Relief: This they may obtain 
by Means of the Scheme I intend now to pro- 
pofe, and I believe it is from this Scheme 
only that they can expeét any Relief. 

The next Thing we are to confider, is the 
State of the Tobacco-Trade, with Regard to 
the fair Trader; the Man who deals fairly 
with the Publick, as well as with private 
Men, the Man who honeftly pays all thofe 
Duties which the Publick is juftly entitled to, 
finds himfelf foreftalled almoft in every Mar- 
ket within the Ifland, by the Smuggler and 
the fraudulent Dealer; and even as to our fo- 
reign Trade in Tobacco, thofe who have no 
Regard to Honour, to Religion, or to the 
Welfare of their Country, but are every Day 
contriving Ways and Means for cheating the 
Publick by Perjuries and falfe Entries, are 
the greateft Gainers; and it will always be 
fo, unlefs we can fall upon fome Way of putt- 
ing it out of their Power to carry on any 
fuch Frauds for the future. 

And laftly, Sir, we ought to confider the 
great Lofs fuftained by the Publick, by means 
of the Frauds committed in the Tobacco- 
‘Trade, and the Addition that muft certainly 
be made to the publick Revenue, if thole 
Frauds can be prevented. By this Addition 
we may be enabled to relieve the Nation ftom 
fome of thofe Taxes it has labour’d under fo 
many Years; whereas, as the Cafe now ftands, 
the innocent and the honeft Part of the Na- 
tion are charged with Taxes which they would 
be free from, if the fraudulent Dealers and 
Smugglers could be any Way obliged to pay 
that which is juftly due by them to the 
Publick. This, Sir, will, Iam convinced, 
be the Effect of the Scheme I am to propofe 


to you, and whoever therefore views it in its G_/or 


pteper Light, muft fee the Planters, the fair 
‘Traders, and: the Publick ranged upon one 
Side in Favour of it; and none but the unfair 
— and the Tobacco-Factors upon the 
OUT. 
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I fhall beg Leave to mention to you, Sir, 
fome of thofe Frauds which have come to 
my Knowledge. The Evidence F have had 
of them is to me very convinting: But in 
fuch Cafes Gentlemen ought always to con- 
fider what Evidence it is impoffible to bring, 
what Evidence it is by the Nature of the 

A Thing unreafonable to expect. 

Then be went thro and gave a moft exaG 
Account of the feveral Frauds pra&tifed.of late 
Years in the Tobacco-Trade, from which bk: 
made Calculations of the Lofs the Publick there- 
by fuftained, particularly that of getting the 
Tobacco weighed at an under Weight upon Im- 
portation, and getting it weighed again wpon 
Exportation at a Weight much above what it 

B ought to be: A particular Inftance of this 
Fraud, (fays he) we came lately to the Know- 
ledge of by mere Accident: One Midford, 
who had been a confiderable Tobacco-Mer- 
chant in the City, happened to fail, when he 
ow’'d a large Sum of Mcney upon Bond to the 
Crown, whereupon an Extent was iffued out 
immediately againft him, and thereby the 

C Government got Poffeffion of all his Books, 
by which the Fraud he had been guilty of 
was difcovered ; for it appeared, as may be 
feen by one of his Books I have in my Hand, 
(whereupon be fhew'd one of this Midford’s 
Bocks to the Ccmmittee) that upon the Co- 
lumn where the falfe Quantities which had 
been entered at the Importation, by Collufion 
between him and the Officer, by which he 


D paid or bonded the Duty payable upan Impor- 


tation, a Slip of Paper had been fo artfully 
patted on that it could rot be difcovered ; and 
upon this Slip were written the real Quantities 
which were entered, becaufe he was cbliged 
to produce the ‘ame Book when that Tobacco 
was entered for Exportation; but then upoa 
Exportation the Tobacco was entered and 
E, weighed according to the Quantities marked 
upon this Slip fo artfully paited on as 1 have 
mentioned, by which he got a Drawback, or 
his Bonds retired, to near double the Value 
of what he had attually paid Duty for upon 
Importation. Yet, Sir, this Midfird was 3% 
honeft a Man and as fair a Trader as any 0 
London ; 1 defire not to be mifunderftocd, I 
mean that before he failed, before thele 


F Frauds came to be difcovered, he was always 


reckoned as honeft a Man and as fair a Trader 
as any in London, or any other Part of the 
Nation. 

After this be mentioned the feveral Frauds 
fillrwing, viz. That of Re-landing the Te 
bacco after it was hipped off for ve ET 
That of Sccking of Tobacco, 4 Cant-Word “es 
ling it out of the Ships after? 
Arrival in the River, before they were un te 
at the Cuffom-Houfe. That of ripping * 
Leaves from the Stalks, -< A maton 
ting and preffing the Staiks by an Engin ©” 
trived he that Purpoft, and then ap 








them. That of giving Bonds for the Duty 

payable upon Importation, whereby the Govern 

ment bad loft feveral large Sums by the Failure 
of Payment of fuch Bonds. That of the rich 

Moneyed-Men making Prompt-Payments, by 

which the Publick was obliged to allow them 

ten per Cent. Difcount as to the Duties, and by 
entering the Tobacco foon after for Exportation, 
they drew back the whole Duties, fo that the 

Government atually loft tem per Cent. upor all 

the Tobacco that had be en fo entered. 

Thefe Frauds, Sir, (fays he) are notorious ; 
and as the laws of the Cuftoms have been 
found inefte¢tual to prevent fuch Frauds, 
therefore it is propofed to add the Laws of 
Excife to the Laws of the Cuftoms, and by 
Means of both it is probable, it is I may fay 
certain, that all fuch Frauds will be prevented 
in Time to cOme. 

The feveral Subfidies and Impofts now pay- 

able upon Tobacco, by feveral Aéts of Parlia- 
Ment for that Purpofe made, ftand, Sir, 
thus; (here be went thre’, and gave an Ac- 
count of the feveral AG&s of Parliament for 
‘aying Duties on Tobacco; then be went on) 
By allwhich, Sir, it appears that the Duties 
now payable upon Tobacco on Importation 
amount to 6d. and one third Part of a Penny 
per Pound Weight, all which muft be paid 
down in ready Money upon Importation, with 
the Allowance of ten per Cent. upon Prompt- 
payment ; or otherways there muft be Bonds 
given with fufficient Sureties for the Payment 
thereof, which is often a great Lofs to the 
Publick, and is always a great Inconvenience 
to the Merchant-Importer ; whereas by what 
1am to propofe, the whole Duties to be paid 
for the future will amopnt to no more than 
44. and three Farthings per Pound- Weight, 
and this Duty not to be paid til] the Tobacco 
comes to be fold for Home-Confumption ; 
fo that if the Merchant exports his Tobacco, 
he will be quite free from all Payment of 
Duty, or giving Bond therefor, or finding out 
proper Sureties for joining with him in fuch 
Bond ; he will have nothing to do but to re- 
load his Tobacco on board a Ship for Exporta- 
tion, without being at the Trouble to attend 
for having his Bonds cancelled, or for taking 
out Debentures for the Drawbacks; all which 
I conceive, Sir, muft be a great Eafe to the 
fair Trader; and to every fuch Trader the pre- 
venting of Frauds muft be a great Advantage, 
becanfe it will put all the Tobacco-Traders in 
Britain upon the fame Footing, which is but 
juft and equal, and what ought to be accom- 
plithed, if poffible. 

Now, Sir, in Order to make this Eafe ef- 
feétual to the fair Trader, and to contribute 
to his Advantage by preventing as much as 
poffible any Frauds in Time to come, I pro- 
pfe, as I have faid, to join the Laws of Ex- 
sife to thofe of the Cuftoms, and to leave 
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the one Penny, or rather three Farthings per 
Pound, cailed the further Subfidy, to be ftill 
charged at the Cuftom-Houfe upon the 
Importation of any Tobacco, which three 
Farthings fhall be payahle to his Majefty’s 
Civil Lift as heretofore ; and I propofe that 
all Tobacco for the future, after being weighed 
at the Cuftom-Houle and charged with the 


A faid three Farthings per Pound, fhall be

lodged in a Warehoufe, or Warehoufes to be 
appointed by the Commiflioners of the Excife 
for that Purpofe, of which Warehoufe the 
Merchant-Importer fhall have one Lock and 
Key, and the Warehoufe-Keeper to be ap- 
pointed by the faid Commiffioners fhall have 
another, in Order that the ‘Tobacco may lie 
fafe in that Warehoule till the Merchant 
finds a Market for it, either for Exportation 
or for Home-Confumption: That if his 
Market be for Exportation, he may apply to 
his Warehoufe-Keeper and take out as much 
for that Purpofe as he has Occafion for, which 
when weighed at the Cuftom-Hcute fhail be 
difcharged of the three Farthings per Pound © 
with which it was charged upon Importation, 
fothat the Merchant may then export it with 
out any further Trouble: But if his Market 
be for Home-Confumption, that he fhall 
then pay the three Farthings charged upon it 
at the Cuftom-Houfe upon Importation, and 
that then upon calling his Warehoufe-Keeper 
he may deliver it to the Buyer, cn paying an 
Inland-Duty of 4.4. per Pound-Weight to the 
proper Officer appointed to receive the fame. 

And whereas, Sir, all the Penalties and 
Forfeitures to become due by the Laws now if 
Being for regulating the Collecting of the 
Duties on Tobacco, or at leaft all that Part of 
them which is not given to the Informers, 
now belong to the Crewn, I now propofe that 
all fuch Penalties and Forfeitures, in fo far as 
they formerly belonged to the Crown, fhall 
for the future belong to the Publick, and 
be applicable to the fame Ufes to which the 
faid Duties fhall be made applicable by Par 
liament ; and for that Purp fe I have his 
Majefty’s Commands to acquaint this Houfe, 
that he, out of his great Regasd for the Pub- 
lick Good, with Pleafure confents that they 
fhall be fo applied, which isa Conde{cenfion in 
his Majefty, that I hope every Gentleman in 
this Houfe is fully fenfible of, and will freely 
ack nowledge. : 

I know, Sir, there has been an Objection 
made, I expeét to hear it again made in this 
Houfe, againft what I now propofe, viz%- 
that a great many of his Majefty’s Subjects 
will be fubjected to being tried in a Multitude 


Gof Cafes by the Commiflioners. of Excife, 


from whom there is no Appeal, but ta 
Commiffioners of Appeal, or to Juftices 
of Peace in the Country, all named by the 
King and removable at Pleafute, from ~— 
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the Appellants cannot expect to meet with any 

Juttice or Redrefs. I am far from thinking 

there is any Ground for this Complaint, or 

that any Man ever had a juit Reafon to fay 

that he was unjuftiy dealt with, either by 

the Commiflioners of Appeal, or by the 
Juttices of the Peace at their Quarter-Seffions 5 
but in Order to obviate any Odjection of this 
Nature, .] propofe that all Appeals in this Cafe, 
as well as in all other Cates relating to the 
Excite, thall for the future be heard and 
determined by two or three of the Judges to 
be named by his Majefty, out of the Twelve 
belonging to Weflm nfer- Hail; and that in the 
Country all Appeals from the firft Sentence of 
the Jjuttices of the Peace, fhall be to the 
Judge of Affize upon the next Circuit, who 
thal! in all Cafes proceed to hear and deter- 
mine fuch Appeals in the moft fummary 
Way, without the Formality of Proceedings 
in Courts of Law or Equity. From fuch 
Judges, Sir, and from fuch a Manner of 
Proceeding, every Man muft expect to meet 
with the utmoft Difpatch, and the moft im- 
partial Juftice, and therefore I muft think, 
that what I now propofe can be no In- 
convenience to thofe who may thereby be fub- 
jeted to the Laws of Excife, but that if there 
was formerly any ground of Complaint, it 
may be a greatRelief to thofe who are alieady 
fubjected to fuch Laws, 

‘This, Sir, is the Scheme which has beer 
reprefented in fuch a terrible Light: This, 
Sir, is the Monfter, that many-headed Mon- 
fter, which was to devour the People and to 
commit fuch Ravages over the whole Nation. 
How juitly it has been reprefented in fuch a 
Light, I fhall leave it to this Committee and 
to the whole World witheut Doors to judge. 
} have faid, Sir, 1 will fay it again, that 
whatever Apprehenfions and Terrors Pecple 
may have been brought under from a falfe and 
Malicious Reprefentation of what they neither 
did ner could know or underftand, I am firmly 
perfuaded, when they come fully to under- 
ftand the Scheme 1 have now open’d to you, 
they will view it in another Light ; and that 
if it has the good Fortune to be approved of by 
Warliament, and come to take Effeét, the 
People will foon feel the happy Confequences 
thereof, and when they feel thofe good Ef- 
fects, they will no longer think thofe People 
their Friends, who have fo grofly impoied 
on their Underftandings, 

I look upon it, Sir, as a mof innocent 
Scheme ; I am convinced it ran be hurtful to 
none but Smugglers and unfair Traders ; Iam 
Certain it will be of great Benefit to the publick 
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upon Tobacco of the Britif> Plantation» 
granted by an Act of the 12thof K. Charles U. 
and the Impoft thereon, granted by an Act of the 
firit of K. “fames Il. and alfo the one third Sub- 
fidy thereon, granted by an Act of the 2d of Q. 
Anne, (amounting in the Whole to five Pence 
and one third Part of a Penny per Pound) for 

A ieveral Terms of Years in the {aid refpective 
Acts mentioned, and which have fince been 
contintied and made perpetual, tubjeét to Re- 
demption by Parlament, fhall, from and 
after the 24th Day of Fue 1733, ceafe and 
getermine. 

Upan this Speech and Mation enfued th 
grand Debate, in which the follwing Gentle- 
men pore in Subpance, as fillaws, vizs 

Mr. A——n P——y. Sir, The Hon, 
Geatleman on the Floor has taken up a great 
deal of Time, in ftating a great Number and 
Variety of Faéts, and in drawing Conclu- 
fions, and making Calculations upon the Sup- 
pofition that every one of thofe Facts was 
exactly as he has reprefented them to us. 
This, Sir, I cannot entirely agree with the 

» Gentlemanin, for :f all thofe Faéts were ex- 
actly as he has repreiented them, and if all 
the Computations he has.made upon that Sup- 
pofition were juft, that Quantity of Tobacco, 
the Duties of which the Publick is thereby 
fuppoicd to be entirely defrauded of, would 
amount toa much greater Quantity yearly than 
grows in the whole Country from which we 
fetch that Commodity. I did not expect, Sir, 
to have heard fuch a long Detail of Faéts,. or 
fo many particular Computations. I do not 
think it at all neceflary on the prefent Occasion 5 
I expected that the Gentieman would heve 
taken a much more general and a more jut 
Method. “I thought he would have ftated to 
us the Quantity of Tobacco yearly imported, 
the Quantity yearly exported, and would have 

E given us the beit Proofs that could be found 

* for juftifying his Computations in that Refpect, 
becaufe trom thence every Man might have 
eafily feen what Quantity remained for Home- 
Confumption, and what Sum of Money that 
would have yearly brought in if the Duties 
had been all regularly paid ; and upon com- 
paring that with what thofe Duties have 
amounted to for fome Years paft, we might 

F have made fome Guefs of the Value of the 
Frauds committed, and of the Advantage 
that may accrue to the Publick, fuppofing all 
Frauds were to have been by his Scheme pre- 
vented in Time to.come. 

This, Sir, is the only Way of coming at 
any certain Knowledge of the Affair before 
us; but Lam afraid if we fhould confider it

ity | never would have ventured to have pro- 
poled it in this Place 5 therefore, Sir, I thall 
now beg Leave to move, that it may be-re- 
folved, That it is the Opinion of this Com- 
maitiee, that the Subfidy and addiqjonal Duty 


now propajed would be of no fuch mighty 
Advantage to the publick Revenue as bas 
heen reprefented,. even ha se all — 
- were for the furure to hereby. preventes’s 
and confidering that no Method of Calton, 
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£0 Pains or Penalties, that can be contrived, 
can be fuppofed effe€tual for preventing every 
Fraud that may be invented and fet on foot 5 
we Would have found no great Temptation for 
egreeing to any Scheme by which the Liberties 
ot our Country may be brought into the leaft 
Danger, for the Sake of any Advantage we 
could fuppofe would thereby have accrued to the 
Revenue. That there are Frauds in the To- 
bacco-trade, I fhall never deny, I make no 
Doubt but there are too many Frauds 
committed in that Trade as well as in every 
ether Branch of the Revenue: But upona fair 
State of the Cafe, I am fure they cannot a- 
mount to near that Value which the Hon. 
Gentleman has been pleafed to mention ; and 
therefore I thall beg Leave to examine a little 
thofe particular Frauds and Calculations which 
have been mention’d by him, 

Here be went thro’ and examined all the 
Frauds that bad been mentioned, and all the 
Computations that bad been made; more parti- 
ticularly as to the Bonds be faid, \t has been 
pretended, Sir, that the Publick has fuftain’d 
and are ftill in Danger of fuftaining great 
Lofies by the Method of granting Bonds for 
the Duties payable on Tobacco: This, Sir, | 
had before heard hinted at by the Hon. Gen- 
tleman, and therefore I have lately had a Meet- 
ing with feveral of the Merchants in Lottdon 
trading in Tobacco: We have examined that 
Afiair, and I can now tell that Gentleman, 
that I have it in Commifiion from them to 
propofe, that if the Government will give us 
a Difcount but of 20,000/. we will give un- 
deniable Security for the Payment of all the 
Bonds they -are now poflefied of, which are 
not become defperate by the Bondfmen being 
already gone off, or become Bankrupts. 

As to that Fraud called Socking, it has been 
already difcovered, and is I hope prevented. 
But, Sir, it is well known, that it was the 
Merchants that difcovered it, the Merchants 
complained of it to the Commiffioners of the 
Cuftoms, and joined and affifted the Officers 
ot the Cuftoms in putting an efteétual Stop 
thereto. This I muft know, becaufe I had 
the Honour to go at the Head of feveral Mer- 
Chants trading in Tobacco, to the Commiffio- 
ners of the Cuftoms, to requeft of them that 
we might be allowed to givea Gratuity to one 
cf their Officers, who had been moft inftru- 
Tuental in the deteéting and preventing of that 
Fraud, and accordingly I myfelf, Sir, paid 
that Officer a very handfome Sum, which we 
«ll thought his Diligence and Integrity very 
well deferved: 

_ As to the Frauds committed at the Weigh- 
ing of the Tobacco either on Importation or 
Exportation, I am afraid they are too fre- 
quent ; but as the Tobacco is always weighed 
on the publick Cuftom-houfe Keys, ‘where 
Cuftomhoufe Officers fwarm like Bees before a 
Bechive, ang gs there muftbe two or three 
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Officers of the Cuftoms, attending and over-look- 
ing the weighing of every Cafk of Tobacco, 


we cannot fuppofe thefe Frauds were ever fo 
enormous as they are reprefented to be. What- 
ever Frauds are committed in that Way muft 
be either by the Negleét or the Collufion of 
the Officers, and I cannot fee how the Scheme 
now propofed will make the Officers either of 


A the Cuftoms or the Excife more diligent in 


their Duty or faithful to their Truft than they 
were heretofore. As to the re-landing of 
Tobacco after it has been entered for Expor- 
tation, it was never pretended that that was 
practifed at the Port of Londsn, nor can it be 
pretended that any great Quantities of fuch 
Tobacco were ever coniumed in London : ‘That 
is a Praétice that may perhaps have been fre- 
quent in the Northern Parts of the Ifland, 
and in fome diftant Creeks and Corners of the 
Coaft, and while there is fuch a vaft Difpro- 
portion between the prime Coft and the Dus 
ties on Tobacco, I may prophefy that in 
fuch remote Places this will always be a Prac- 
tice: It could not be prevented by ten Times 
the Number of Officers we have, even tho’ 
we had a much more numerous Army, to fup- 
port them than we have at prefent. And as 
for the Stripping, Cutting, and Preffing the 
Stalks, and the Engine that has been invented 
for that Purpofe, if the Hon. Gentleman men- 
tion’dit asa Fraud, or asa late Diicovery, he 
miftakes it very much ; on the contrary, it 
is no Fraud, nor is it a late Difcovery; it is a 
Bufinefs that has been openly, honeftly and 
publickly carried on for many Years; that 
has improved our Tobacco-Trade, and is as 
common and as well known as the Bufinels of 
a Woollen or a Linnen-Draper. 

Permit me now, Sir, to take fome Notice 
of the Tobacco-Planters, and of the Hard- 
fhips they are laid under by their Factors, 
who are it feems now become their Lords and 
Matters.

mot in every Country, the Liberties of the 
People have beea deftroyed under Pretence of 
preferving, or of refcuing the People trom 
fome great Evil, to which it was pretended 
they were expofed; this, Sir, is the very Cae 
now before us 3 in order to enable the Crown 
to prevent fome little Frauds pretended to 
have been committed in the antient Method 
of colleéting the publick Revenue, it is pro- 
pofed to put fuch a Power in the Hands of the 
Crown, as may enable fome future Prince to 
enflave the whole Nation. This, Sir, is 
really the Light in which this Scheme appears 
tome, but to the Hon. Gentleman who pic- 
poled itto us, I am perfuaded, it appears in a 
quite different Light, otherways I am certain 
he would never have propofed it: However, 
Sir, fince the Generality of the Nation have 
already thewn a great Diflike to it; I there- 
fore hope the Hon. Gentleman may be pre- 
vailed on to delay it till another Sefficn of 
Parliament ; in fuch a Delay there can be no 
Danger, there can be no great Lofs to the Pub- 
lick, more efpecially, fince the Money to be 
thereby raifed, is not fo much as propcfed to be 
apply’d to the current Services of this prefent 
Year. If it be delay’d till another Seffi_n, 
Gentlemen will then have Time to confider it 
fully, and to confult with their Conftituents 
about it ; by that Time it may poflibly appear 
in a quite different Light, both to me and to 
many «ther Gentlemen without Doors as well 
as within, and then if upon Fxamination it 
appears to be as good a Thing as fome Gentle-

But, Sir, I hope thofe Gentlemen who

I love his Majefty, I have a 
fincere and a dutiful Refpect for him and all his 
Royal Family, and therefore I fhall always 
be afraid of any Thing that may alienate the 
Affections of many of his faithful Subjects, 
which I believe would be the certain Confe- 
quence of the prefent Eftablifhment of this 
Scheme; for which Reafons, Sir, if the 
Queftion be now pufhed, 1 fhall moft heartily 
&ive my Negative to it,

Revenue, will be of great Advantage to the 
fair Trader, and of fingular Ufe and Benelit 
to the whole Nation ? 

This, Sir, is the plain Queftien now be- 
fore us, and if it be confider’d in its proper 
Light, without confSunding it with other 
Matters with which it has no Relation, 
I am fure it cannot admit of any Debate. 
The Hon. Gentleman in cpening this Affair 
to us, made it fo manifeft, that there have’ 
been great Frauds in that Branch of Trade, 
and that the preventing of thofe Frauds 
would be a great Improvement to the publick 
Revenue, that what he advanced upon that 
Head, has not been oppofed or contradicted : 
And’ this Houfe has been upon all Occafions 
fo very careful of the publick Revenues, and 
has been always {0 ready to agree to any Mea- 
fures for preventing Abufes in the colleting of 
them, that I cannot help thinking that the 
Diflike that appears againft the Remedy now 
propofed, muft proceed from fome other Mo- 
tives than Gentlemen are willing to own. 

It is certain, Sir, that by the Frauds and 
Abufes in this Branch of the Revenue, not 
only the Publick is cheated of what is due 
to them, but likewife every private Confumer 
is moft grofsly impofed on, for he pays the 
fame Price as if the Duties had aétually been 
paid to the Publick. He pays a high Price 
for what he confumes, but then he has this 
for his Comfort, that he thinks a great Part 
goes towards the publick Good of his Coun- 
try, but in all fraudulent Trade he is impofed 
on, the high Price he pays goes every Farthing 
of it into the Pocket of the fraudulent Deal- 
er. This then being plainly the Cafe, I 
fhould think that the Gentlemen, who are to, 
oppofe this Scheme, wou!d endeavour to fhew 


us; that no fuch Frauds as och pete 
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been committed, or that they are fo inconfi- 
derable that they are not worth minding, or 
that what is now propofed would be no Sort 
of Remedy for them; but upon the pretent 
Quettion, to talk of our Conftitution, feems 
really to me to be a Sort of Infinuation as if 
Frauds, in the Colleéting of the Revenue, 
were become a Part of our Conftitution, and 
that whoever attempts to remedy them muft 
attempt fomething againft our Conftitution: 
And as to the Liberty of the Subjeét, it is 
not pollible for me to find out any Liberty 
that ean be ftruck at by the Scheme now be- 
fore us, but the Liberty of Smuggling; for as 
to that Liberty which has always been, and 
I hope always will be the Glory of thefe 
Kingdoms, it is certain that our publick Re- 
venues are its greateft Security: How then 
can that Scheme be faid to tend towards the 
deftroying of Liberty, which fo evidently 
tends towards the Improvement of that upon 
which our Liberty manifeftly depends ? 

\; to the raifing of Clamours and Difaffec- 
tion among, his Maijefty’s faithful Subjeéts, 
there can be no Reafon for apprehending any 
fuch Fhing from the Scheme now propofed : 
Whatever Clamours may have been unjuftly 
raifed by ill-defigning Men againft the Scheme 
before it was known, will certainly all van- 
ifh as foon as it comes to be publickly known, 
that there never was any Thing intended by 
the Scheme, but only to enable the Publick 
to receive thofe Duties they are already by 
Law entitled to, and to prevent the fair 
Trader’s being undone by Rogues and Smug~- 
giers; fo that one ftrong Argument with me 
for agreeing to the Scheme is, that by carry- 
ing it into Execution, and thereby thewing 
to every Man what it really is, thofe ill- 
grounded Clamours, which have been raifed 
by the Enemies of the Government, may be 
allayed, and may be made appear to’be at laft 
as groundlefs as they were at firft malicious. 
Befides, Sir, as one of the chief Things 
intended by this Scheme is the Relief of the 
Landed-Intereft, it muft contribute towards 
eftablithing his Majefty and his Government 
in the Hearts and Affections of all the Land- 
ed-Gentlemen, when they fee themfelves fo 
much relieved as toa Tax which they have 
been charged with for a great many Years, 
end that without loading them or any of their 
Fellow-Subjects with any new Tax, or oblig- 
ing one honeft Man in the Kingdom to con- 
tribute a Farthing to the publick Charge more 
than he did before: This, Sir, muft fecure 
to his Maiefly the Affeétions of all honeft 
Men, and it will greatly improve our Cha- 
racter among our foreign Neighbours; for 
when they fee that the Government may be 
{upported in Times of Peace, without the 
Affiftance of that Impofition which is yearly 
raifed upon the Land-Holders of Great Bri- 


tain, they will be careful of giving us any 
: 3 
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Difturbance, they will all fee that we have 
a Fund in referve, ready at all Times, and 
fufficient for fupporting a mot expenfive 
War. 

As to the Severity of the Laws of Excife, 
I am furprized, Sir, to hear Gentlemen talk 
fo much of it. They talk of thofe Laws as 


A if there were fomething in them moft fingu- 


larly fevere, when it is well known that the 
Laws of the Cuftoms are in many Cafes as 
fevere as thofe of the Excife, and the Powers 
granted by the former are in moft Cafes as 
extenfive as thofe granted by the latter: An 
Officer of the Cuftoms, Sir, has in many 
Cafes a Power of entering the Houfe of any 
Subje&t in Britain: This, Sir, isa Power 


B that is abfolutely neceffary to be given, and 


will always be neteffary as long as we have 
any Duties to be levied: It is a Power they 
have had for many Years, and yet it never 
has been, I hope it never will be abufed; if 
ever it fhould, the Parliament would without 
Doubt feverely chaftife that Officer that com- 
mitted fuch an Abufe, or thofe Commiffion-

it. In this therefore the Laws of the Excile 
are no more fevere than the Laws of the Cuf-

To which they 
anfwered, that it was their Opinion it would, 
Then be afked them, Whether or no it was their 
Opinion, that if the Commuffioners of the Cuf- 
toms bad the fame Power over their Officers 
that thofe of the Excife bave over theirs, it 
avould contribute a sréat Deal towards makin 
them more exad? and faithful in the Difebarge_ 
of ther Duty, than they now are? And their 
siniwer vas, That they believed it would. 
“Alter this, the Commifjioners being withdrawn, 
Sir J —n went on as follows, viz. 

I new, Sir, leave it to every Gentleman to 
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now you fee, that. it is the Opinion even 
of the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms, that, 
by a due Execution of the Laws in Being, all, 


~

or moft of thofe Frauds may be efiectually 
prevented; and I am fure, if they can be 
prevente! by the Laws in Being,. the Preven'» 
ing of them. by that Method will contribute 

A much more to the Increafe of the Revenue, 
and the Encouragement of the fair Trader, 
than the Preventing of them by Means of the 
dangerous Scheme now propofedto us. I now 
Jeave it to the whole World to judge, who 
they are that have feeret Motives which they 
are not willing to own, which they dare not 
own; whether the Propofers and Promoters 
of this Scheme, or the Oppofers of it ? 

B The learned Gentleman feemed to be fur- 
ptifed how our Conftitution, or our Liberties 
came to be brought into the prefent Debate; 
he faid he thought they had no Manner oi 
Concern in the prefent Queftion. Iam forry, 
Sir, to differ from a Gentleman, who by his 
Profeffion ought, and who certainly does un- 
derftand the Nature of our Conttitution, as 

C wel] as any Manin Exgland; butl am of Opi- 
nion, that the Conttitution of our Govern- 
ment, and the Liberty of the Subject were ne- 
ver more nearly concerned in any Queftion, 
than in the prefent; they are both fo deeply 
concerned, that their Prefervation or their 
total Overthrow depend entirely on the Suc- 
cefs of the Scheme now under Confideration : 
If the Scheme fucceeds they muft tumble of 

D Courfe ; if the Scheme is defeated, they mee 
be preferved; I hope they will be preferved till 
Time thall be no more;_ but J mutt fay, that 
the learned Gentleman, and every Gentlemsn 
who appears as an Advocate for this Scheme, 
is much in the right to keep, if they can, 
the Conftitution and the Liberties of their 
Country out of Debate; it is from thence that 

FE, the principal Arguments are to be formed a- 
giinft their Scheme; fuch Arguments as muf 
appear unan{werable to every Man who has a 
Regard for either. 

The Gentleman tells us, there are but 120, 
or 150 Excife-Officers, befides Warehoule- 
Keepers, to be added by the Scheme, and this 
additional Number they feem to make 2 
Rid‘cule of ; but confidering the Swarms ¢ 

F Tax-Gatherers we have already, this fmall 
Number (as they call it) is no trivial Matter; 
and I would be glad to know from thofe Gen- 
tlemen, what they call Warehoufe-Keepe'*s 
and what Number of them may be acelin) i 
I hope they will allow, that a Wears i 
Keeper appointed by the Treafury, and pf! 
by the Treafury, is an Officer of the Reve- 


confider, what real Pretence can be formed for G Bue, as much as any other Officer whatever rs 
and 


introducing fuch a dangerous Scheme, as has 
been propofed. ‘The only Pretence I have yet 
heard made Ufe of is, the preventing of Frauds, 
by which, fay they, the fair Trader will be 
encouraged, and the Revenue encreafed ; but

if the Number there muft be of them - 
added to the other, I believe we may 
that the Number of Revenue-Officers to 
added by this Scheme mwuft be very © 
derable. As 











As for the new Method of Appeal propof- 
el, Ican fee no Advantage, Sir, that it will 
be of to any unfortunate Man that may have 
Occafion therefor. In all Cafes the Charge 
and Trouble of attending muft be very great, 
and the Event very precarious; but in moft 
Cafes, whete poor Retailers may have Occa- 
fion to be concerned, the Charge and Trouble 
of Attendance muft be much greater than the 
Subject can bear; fo that all fuch People muft 
luccumb, they muft fubmit to the Determi- 
nation of the Commifhioners of Excife, and 
can expect no other Redrefs, but what they 
meet with from the Mercy of thofe Commif- 
fioners. ‘The Judges of Weffminfter-Hall are, 
‘ds true, for Life, but they are all named by 
the Crown; I fhall fay nothing of the prefent 
Judges who fo worthily fill the feveral Benches; 
but if they fhould die, and if the Crown 
thould be refolved to ufe that Power which 
the Parliament had put into their Hands, in 
Order to opprefs the Subject, they will always 
find Judges fit for their Purpofe; Judges are 
but Men, fubjeét to the fame Frailties that 
other Men are, and the Crown has always 
pienty of Baits wherewithal to tempt them. 
A Judge may be made a Lord Chief- Juttice ; 
a Lord Chief-Juitice, a Lord Chancellor; and 
every one may have a Son, a Brother, ora 
Coufin to be provided for. The Crown has 
many Ways by which they may win over 
even a Judge to adminifter Juftice according 
to the Diredtions he fhall receive from Court ; 
more e{pecially when he is to adminifter Juf- 
tice in a fummary Way, and without the 
ulual Forms of Proceeding in Courts of Law 
or Equity. For by this new Method of Ap- 
peal, fo much bragged of, Care has been 
taken that the Subjeéts fhall not be reftored to 
their ancient Birth-Right, that is, toa Tryal 
by Jury: No, this I find is moft carefully a- 
voided, and yet I think it muft be allowed, 
that it is the inherent Right of every Engii/- 
man to be tried by his Peers; I am not fo 
much acquainted with Law as to give an Ac- 
count of the feveral Cafes in which this Method 
of Tryal has been fet afide, or the Reafons for 
10 doing; but I will venture to fay, that 
wherever that Method of Tryal has been fet 
afide, whether it was done by the Wifdom of 
the Nation, or otherways, fuch Alteration 
Was an Innovation, and a dangerous Encroach- 
ment on the original Charter of our Contti- 
tution. 

_ As to the pretended Partiality of Juries, it 
's is of no Weight with me; I cannot fee 
how the Hon. Gentleman, or any Gentleman, 
can pretend to know what Reafons a Jury 
may have for giving their Verdict; No Gen- 
tleman has a. Right to be believed upon his 
fingle Say-fo, againft a Verdiét given by 12 
honeft Men upon Oath. If there have been 
fo many Verdiéts giver againft the Crown, 
a5 that learned Gentleman feems to infinuate,

it is to me a ftrong Proof that Profe¢utions 
have been fect on Foot againit the Subject up- 
on the Evidence of Witneiles, whofe Credi-

Tryal by Jury, that it is a very flrong Argus 
ment for the Continuance of that Method in 
all Time to come. But, Sir, as it is now sery 
late, and as I fliall probably have another Op- 
portunity of giving my Sentiments mote ful’y 
upon this Affair, 1 fhall therefore trouble you 
no further at prefent, but only to declare, 
that now, after hearing this Scheme cpened 
to us, I diflike it as much as ever i did any 
Reprefentation of it that ever I heard of, and 
therefore I thall give my Negative to the Quei- 
tion propofed. 

M——r of the R—Ils, Reprefentative for 
Rete in Surrey. Sir, as this Affair has been 
much talk’d of and very varioufly repreiented 
without Doors, and as it has besn for fome 
Months the Subie¢t of Converfation amongit 
People of all Ranks, I was refolved to fuf- 


C pend entirely pafling any Judgment in Reia- 


tion to it, till I thould hear it fully opened 
and laid before this Houfe. There were in- 
deed fuch Clamours raifed without Doors, and 
it was reprefented in fo many hideous Shapes, 
that I cannot fay but I came this Morning to 
the Houfe prejudiced rather again, than in 
Favour of any fuch Project ;_ bur ftill, Sir, I 
came, as IJ always do, altogether undetermin- 
ed, and refolved not to determine myfelf till 
I was fully informed by other Gentlemen, in 
the Courfe of the Debate, of all rhofe Facts 
which ought to be known before any Deter- 
mination can be made in an Affair of fo great 
Importance. 

I had before heard, Sir, that by this Scheme 
the Landed-Gentlemen were to be eafed of a 


E, Part of the Land-Tax, that the publick Re- 


venue was to be great!y improved, aud that 
our Planters in America and our fair Traders 
at home were to be greatly encouraged; but 
all thefe Confiderations would have had no 
Weight with me, if I had found that fo many 
of my Fellow-Subje¢ts were thereby to have 
been fubjeéted to the grievous Laws of Excife 
without any Alleviation or Alteration, I 
muft own, Sir, that the Severity of thofe 
Laws has been long july complained of, but 
at the fame Time J. muft fay, that the many 
Frauds in that Branch of the Reyenue now 
under our Confideration are moft heavy and 
grievous, and what I cannot think of feeing 
the Nation fuffer any longer under, without 
applying fome proper Remedy ; and fince by 


G the Propofition now made to us, there is not 


only an effeétual Remedy provided againtt all 
thofe Frauds, but likewifea Methox propofed, 
by which the Edge of the Laws of Excife is 
to be blunted, and that Severity taken quite 
off, which hithesto always afforded pt 
4 F2 Ground 
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Ground of Complaint, therefore I cannot he- 
fitate one Moment as to giving my Affent 
to what is now propofed. 

This Confideration, Sir, is of the greater 
Weight with me, and muft be fo with evéry 
honeft Man, that by what is now propofed, 
the Laws of Excife are to be rectified not only 
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towards fubjecting all the reft of the People to 
thofe arbitrary Laws, that it will be impoffi- 
ble for us to recover, or to prevent the fatal 
Confequences of fuch a Scheme. 

Weare told, Sir, that. his Majefty is a good 
and a wile Prince, we all believe him to be 
fo; but I hope, Sir, no Man will pretend to 


in the Cafe now before us, but in every other A “raw any Argument from thence for our fur- 


Cafe; the whole Body of thofe Laws are to 
be reformed and reétified in fuch 2 Mannner 
as to remove the greate(t Objection, with me 
indeed the only Objeétion, could ever be made 
againft the Extenfion of them; and if this 
Propofition be now rejected, it is not eafy to 
know when we fhall, or if we hall ever 
have fuch an Opportunity of reforming thofe 


Laws which have been fo long thought fo B 


§rievous. With me it has always been 
a Principle to hearken to any reafonable 
Scheme for fuppreffing of Frauds committed 
againft the Publick. I look upon the Perfons 
guilty of fuch Frauds as the greateft of Cri- 
minals, and if they have any Character, if 
they obferve any Decency in private Life, I 
take it to be only becaufe they have no Op- C 
portunity to do otherwife ; for that Man muft 
have a very whimfical Confcience who cheats 
the Publick, and yet would fcruple to cheat 
@ private Man if he had the fame Opportu- 
nity. F 

Whatever Refolutions we may come to in 
this Committee, there will probably bea Bill 


or Bills ordered to be brought in parfuant to D 


them ; and if in the Courfe of the Debate any 
real Difficulties be ftarted, if any reafonable 
ObieRions be made, without Doubt all proper 
Care will be taken, inthe framing fuch Bill or 
Bills, to obviate all the Difficulties and Obje&i- 
ons that fhall or may occur: This, Sir, I 
make no Manner of Doubt of, and therefore 
I can find no Difficulty in giving my Affent 
to the Queftion propofed. E 
G ee H te, Efq; Other Gentlemen 
have, Sir, already fully explained and fet forth 
the great Inconveniencies which muft be 
brought on the Trade of this Nation by the 
Scheme how propofed to us; thofe, Sir, have 
been made very apparent, and from them a- 
rifes a very ftrong Objection againft what is 
now propofed; but the greateft Objection a- F 
rifes trom the Danger to which this Scheme 
will moft certainly expofe our Liberties: 
Thofe Liberties for which our Anceftors have 
fo often ventured their Lives and Fortunes; 
thofe Liberties which have cof this Nation fo 
much Blocd and Treafure feem to me already to 
be greatly retrenched: Iam forry to fay it, Sir, 
but what is now in Difpute feems to me tobe the 





poor Pretence of fuppreffing a few ; 
the Colleéting of the Revenues, which might 


rendering thofe Liberties and Privileges, which 
have been handed down to us by our Ancef- 
tors: We have indeed nothing to fear from his 
prefent Majefty, he never will make a had 
Ufe of that Power we have put into his 
Hands; but if we once grant to the Crown 
too great an Extent of Power, we cannot re- 
cal that Grant when we have a Mind; and 
tho his Majefty fhould never make a bad Ufe 
of it, fome of his Succeffors may: The be- 
ing governed by a wife and a good King does 
not make the People a free People; the Ro- 
mans, Sir, were as great Slaves under the few 
good Emperors they had, as they were under the 
moft cruel of their Tyrants: After the Peo- 
ple have once given up their Liberties, their 
Sovernors have all the fame Power of op- 
prefling them, tho’ they may not perhaps all 
make the fame wicked Ufe of that Power; 
but a Slave that has the goed Fortune to meet 
with a good-natur'd and a humane Matter, is 
no lefs a Slave than he that meets with a 
crue) and barbarous one. Our Liberties, Sir, 
are too valuable, and have been purchaied at 
too high a Price, to be fported with, or wan- 
tonly given up even to the beft of Kings: 
We have before now had fome good, fome 


wife and gracious Sovereigns, but we find that 


under them our Anceftors were as jealous of 


their Liberties as under the worft of our 


Kings: It is to be hoped that we have ftill 


the fame Waluc for our Liberties; if we have, 
we certainly will ufe all peaceable Methods to 
preferve and fecure them; and if fuch Me- 
theds fhould prove ineffeétual, I hope there is 
no Englifbman but has Spirit enough to ufe 
thofe Methods for the Prefervation of our 
Liberties, which were ufed by our Anceftors for 
the Defenceof theirs, and for tranfmitting them 
down to usinthat glorious Condition in which 
we found them. Some are ftill alive who bravely 
ventured. their Lives and Fortunes in the De- 
fence of the Liberties of their Country; 
there are many whofe Fathers were embar 

in the fame glorious Canfe. 
faid, that the Sons of iuch Men wantonly 
gave up thofe Liberties for which their 4 
thers had rifqued fo much, and that for the

Gentleman who opened this Affair to us, took 
up fo much of the Time of the Committee, 
and it is now fo very late, that I am almoft 
afraid of giving you any Trouble at prefent ; 
but I hope, confidering the Importance of the 
Sabject, that Gentlemen will excufe me, and 
wil! allow me to take fome Notice of what 
has been faid by the Hon. Gentleman who in- 
traduced the Debate, and the Hon. and Learned 
Gentleman who fpoke laft but one. As to 
the Frauds, Sir, which the Hon. Gentleman 
dwelt fo long on, and which the Hon. and 
Learned Gentleman was pleated to call heavy 
and grievous, I believe every Gentleman in the 
Committee is convinced that there are fuch 
Frauds; I believe every Gentleman will agree 
that they are moft heavy and grievous 5 but I 
do not believe, that it is but of late that the 
Hon. Gentleman has come to the Knowledge 
of them, nor do I believe, that the Frauds, 
relating to Wine and Tobacco, are the only 
Frauds he has heard complained of; there is 
hardly a Gentleman in the Kingdom but has 





heard of Frauds in almoft every Branch of ( depending in a Manner entirely on the good 


the Revenue; even that Hon. Gentlemafi 
mut have heard many Years ago of the 
Frauds committed in the Tobacco and Wine 
Trade; why then, Sir, was there no Re- 
medy sooner propofed ? How could that Gen- 
tleman fee the publick Revenue, for which he 
exprefies fuch a tender Concern, fufter fo long 
by thofe Frauds, without propofing fome Ex- 
pedient for preventing them? The Expedient 
how propoted is certainly no fuch new or extra- 
Ordinary a Thing; it might have been thought 
ot, I dare fay it has often been thought of be- 
fore this Time, but it feems it was never 
thought proper to propofe it till now ; at leaft 
it was never till now thought neceflary ; and 
yet it cannot be faid, but that the Frauds both 
in Wine and Tobacco were as great formerly 
as they are at prefent. 

The Hon. Gentleman has been pleafed to 
tell us, that his Thoughts are entirely confined 
to the two Articles of Wine and Tobacco, 
and that nothing elfe was ever defigned by him, 
or any of his Acquaintance, to be fubjected 
to the Laws of Excifes Whatever his 
Thoughts may have been in Time pai, he 
muft excufe me if I fay, that I do not believe 
they will be fo much confined in Time to 
tome. Are there not Frauds, Sir, com- 
mitted in every Branch of the publick Reve- 
nue? Will not that Hon. Gentleman think 
himfelf as much bound in Duty to lay thofe 
Frauds before this Houfe, and propof a Re- 
medy for them, as he now thinks himfelf 

to expofe and to ofter a Remedy for 
Preventing the Frauds in Wine and Tobacco? 
And if the Remedy now propofed be deemed by 
Parliament the moft proper and effectual Re- 
medy for preventing the Frauds in Wine and 
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Argument for applying the fame Remedy as 
to the Frauds in every other Branch of the 
Revenue ? Will it not be faid, you did fo and 
fo in the Cafe of Wine and ‘Tobacco, why 
fhould you ieruple to apply the fame Remedy 
in the Cafe now before you ? So that from the 
Gentleman’s own Way of arguing as to the 
A Cafe he has been pleafed now to lay before us, 
one may fee a moit evident Defign of a much 
farther Extenfion of the Laws of Excife; one 
may clearly fee a Defign of fubjecting every 
Branch of the Revenue to thofe arbitrary 
Laws; only the Gentleman has a Mind, it 
feems, to be a little cunning, and to do it by 
Piece-meal. 
Whatever Opinion the Hon. and Learned 
B Gentieman may have of the Propofition made 
by his Hon. Friend, it is plain it breathes no- 
thing but the Principles of the moft arbitrary 
and tyrannical Governments that have been 
eftablithed in Europe: The enlarging of the 
Power of the Crown; the increafing the 
Number of Dependers on it; the rendering 
the Happinefs of the Subjeét precarious, and 






























































Will of a Prime Minifter, or of thofe em- 
ployed under him, are the certain Conie- 
quences of the Scheme now propofed: They 
are the certain Confequences of all Schemes 
for extending the Laws of Excife, and are 
probably the principal Views of all thofe who 
fet up fuch Projects. Let Gentlemen but 
read the political Teftaments of Rich/iew and 
D Louwois, the Legacies left by the Authors to 
their Mafter, for inftructing him in the Prin- 
ciples of arbitrary Government ; let Gentle- 
men, I fay, but read thofe Teftaments, and 
they will fee that the Author of this Scheme, 
whoever he be, muft be very well verfed in 
them ; they will fee how well it agrees with 
the Principles there laid down for eftablithing 
E and fupporting arbitrary Power. It is for this 
Reafon that the Engli/b Nation has always 
been fo averfe to Excife-Projects of all Kinds 5 
the very Word Excife has always been odious 
to them. — It is true there has been an Excife 
eftablithed by Parliament, but it was at firft 
given as a Purchafe for the Court of Wards 
and Liveries ; and tho’ that Court was moff 
F juftly look’d on as one of our greateft Grie- 
vanees, yet the Purchafe has always been 
reckoned too dear, and that Parliament which 
gave the Excife has been branded with the in- 
famous Name of a Penfionary Parliament, 
Even the great King Wiiiam, notwithftand- 
ing all he had done for the People of England, 
notwithftanding of his being moft generally 
beloved and efteemed by his Subjeéts, yet he 
G had like to have fuftered by a Notion’s pre- 
vailing among the People, that fome new Ex- 
cifes were to have been eftablifhed.. It was 
publickly faid, that we had got a Duteb King, 
and that therefore we were to be faddled with 
Dutch Excifes: That wife King was fo at 
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ble of the Danger he might be expofed to by 
the prevailing of fuch a Notion, that he 
thought it neceiiary to difavow any fuch In- 
tention by a publick Declaration. 

I moft readily believe, Sir, that the Hon. 
and Learned Gentleman over the Way comes 
at all Times to this Houfe undetermined as to 
any Point that isto be brought before us, and 
refolved to be determined by what fhall be 
offered in the Courfe of the Debate; but Iam 
much at a Lofs to find out what in the prefent 
Debate has determined him to be of the Opi- 
nion he now feems to be of : He has indeed 
told us, that the Reformation propofed as to 
the Laws of Excife, is what very much 
weighs with him ; he fays that the Laws of 
Excife are to “be blunted, that their Edge is to 
be taken off by what is now prepofed. In 
this, Sir, I muft contefs my Short-fightednefs, 
I can fee no Reformation in what is propofed ; 
what I look on as moft grievous in the Laws 
of Excife is to continue the fame as before ; 
Are not the Officers to havz the fame opprefiive 
and vexatious Powers continued tothem ? Are 
not the Commiffioners to have the fame dif 
penfing Power with Regard to Fines and For- 
feitures? Are Trials by fury to be reftored ? 
No, Sir; all thefe Grievances are to remain 
upon the fame Footing as before. The Power 
and Influence of the Crown by Means of the 
Laws of Excife is ftill to be as great as it was 
before, only there are by this Scheme many 
Thonfands more to be fubjected to it; the 
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Purpofe fhould they complain, fince they fee 
there has never as yet been any Provifion 
made for their Redrefs ? Their Complaints 
have been hitherto difregarded, even by thofe 
who are in fome Manner bound to take Notice 
of them. 

The Hon. Gentleman was pleafed to dwell 
long upon the Generofity of the Crown in 
giving up the Fines, Forfeitures, and Seizures 
to the Publick ; but in my Opinion it will be 
but a poor Equivalent for the many Oppreffions 
and Exaétions which the People will be ex- 
pofed to by this Scheme. I mutt fay, that 
the Hon. Gentleman has himéelf been of late 
mighty generous in his Offers to the Publick. 
He has been fo gracious as to afk us, Will you 
have a Land-Tax of 25. in the Pound, or a 
Land-Tax but of 1s. 5 or will you have no 
Land-Tax at all? Will you have your Debts 
paid? Will you have them foon paid? Tell 
me but what you want, let me but know how 
you can be made eafy, and it fhall be done for 
you. Thefe, Sir, are moft generous Offers, 


~ but there is fomething fo very extraordinary, 


C 


Method of Appeal is to be indeed a little al- D 


tered, but I am afraid the Alteration will not 
be much for the better ; the Expence will be 
much greater, and the Redrefg as precarious as 
ever: How then are the Laws of Exc fe to be 
blunted ? Where is this Reformation fo much 
boafted of, and on which that Hon, and 
Learned Gentleman feems folely to ground his 
Opinion ? But it feems he expects that when 
this Propofition coms the Length of a Bill, 
many fine Things are to be done, many more 
Things than we have ever as yet heard of: If 
it thould come the Length of a Bill, which I 
am in great Hopes it never will, he may very 
probably find him‘elf difappointed, and if that 
fhould be the Cafe, I doubt not but he will be of 
a different Opinion. 

Gentlemen have faid, there are no Com- 
plaints made of the Laws of Excife, or of 
the Oppreflions of Excife-Officers ; but, Sir, 
I believe there is ne’er a Gentleman in this 
Houfe, whocannot give fome Initances even 
within his own Knowledge, of moft cruel 
Oppreffions committed by fome of thofe Of- 
ficers ; Iam fure there is no Gentleman who 
has ever acted in the Country as a Juftice of 
Peace, but can give Hundreds of fuch In- 
ftanees, The People have complained fo often, 
and fo long, of the Severity of thole Laws, 
and the Vexations of thofe Officers, that they 
are Row weary of complaining. To what

fomething fo farcical in them, that really I 
can hardly mention them without laughing: 
It puts me in Mind of the Story of Sir Epr- 
cure Mammon in the Alchymif. He was 
gulled out of his Money by fine Promites ; he 
was promifed-the Philofopher’s Stone, by 
which he was to get Mountains of Gold, and 
every Thing elfe he could defire; but all 
ended at laft in fome little Thing for curing 
the Itch. 

I with the Gentlemen, who appear fo ze2- 
lous for this Scheme, would have fome little 
Regard to their Conftituents. It is well known 
that it was the Cuftom among our Ancel- 
tors, when any new Device was propofed, 
to defire Time to have a Conference with 
their Countries: I am but. very little conver- 
fant in Books of Law, however I fometimes 
look into them, and I muft beg Leave to read 
a Paflage or two on this Subject from my 
Ld. Coke. That great Lawyer, in the 4th Part 
of his Iyftitutes, Page 14th, fays, It 1s ajo the 
Law and Cuftem of the Parliament, that when 
any new Device'is moved on the King s Bebaif, 
in Parliament, for bis Aid, or the lee, the 
Commons may anfwer, that they tendered the 
King’s Eftate, and are ready to atd the fame, 
only in this new Device they dare mt agree 
without Conference with ook —— i - 
by it appeareth, that fuch Conference re 
mht the Law and cen of Parlia- 
ment.

It is the very fame 
with what has been reprefented to us, with 
that which the Nation has fo openly and fo 
generally declared their Diflike to ; it is fraught 
with all thofe Evils which were ever attri- 
buted to it, and moft apparently ftrikes at the 
very Fundamentals of our Conftitution. The 
Collecting of any Duties by the Laws of Ex- 
cife has, in all Ages, and Countries, been 
looked on as the moft grievous and oppreffive 


Method of collecting of Taxes, and if one R 


Method of-raifing an Excife can be more op- 
preflive than another, the Method now pro- 
pofed, of raifing this new Excife, muft of all 
Methods be tire moft oppreffive, and the moft 
vexatious tothe People: In-all Countries Ex- 
cifes of every Kind are look’d on as Badges of 
Slavery, and tho’ the Englifh Nation be now 
unfortunately fubjeéted to fome of them, yet 
I hope they will never confent to any new Ex- 
cifes, or to'any new Extenfion of the Laws of 
Excife, let the Pretences for fo doing be ever 
fo fpecious. 

But in the prefent Cafe, pray Sir, let us 
confider, what are the fpecious Pretences made 
Ufe of, what are the great Advantages pro- 
poled for perfuading us to confent to the fubject- 


ing of fo many of his Majefty’s faithful Sub- G 


jects to be plagued and harraffed by the Officers 
of Execife. The fupprefiing of Frauds and 
the Advantages that will accrue therefrom to 
the Publick and to the fair Trader, is by what 
T can find the only Pretence now made US 


creafed and improved by this Scheme; I mutt 
own, Sir, that great Numbers of the People 
of this Nation will thereby be rendered moft 
fubmiflive and obedient to thofe that fhall here- 
after be employed by the Crown ; and if this 
be a Motive for agreeing to this Scheme, I 
muft allow that it is a ftrong one, I believe in-

*Tis true, Sir, an Eafe to the Landed-In- 
tereft has upon this, as well as upon fome 
other late Octafions of the like Nature, been 
thrown out, as a*Bait for fome Gentlemen 5 
but I hope the Landed-Gentlemen are not te 
be caught by fuch Baits; the Hoole appears fo 
plain, that it may be difcovered by any Man 
of common Senfe ; however I mutt fay, that 
the Method of Arguing is unfair, the Defign 
is wicked, for it is an Endeavour to fet the 
Landed-Intereft in a Manner at War with the 
Trading-Intereft of the Nation ; if is endea- 
vouring to deftroy that Harmony which al- 
ways ought to fubfift among the People of the 
fame Nation, and which if once de 
would end in the Ruin and Deftruction of the 
Whole. But every Landed-Gentleman will 
do well to confider what Value their Lands 
would be of, if for the Sake of a Amall and 
immediate Eafe to themfelves, they fhould be 
induced to opprefs and deflroy the Trade of

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This, Sir, is one Reafon for the Landed- 
Gentlemen not to accept of the pretended Eafe

Anne: Thus the reigned, Sir, and.reigned 
ab{olutely, but fo as I could with every Prince 
in England to do; the reigned zbfolutely over 
the Hearts and Affections of her Subjeéts, and 
thereby fhe had both their Perfons and Purfes 
always at Command. 

We are told, Sir, why do you complain of 
this Scheme ? here is no new Tax to be im- 
poled; there is nothing propofed but only a 
new Method of raifing thofe Taxes which 
are already due by Law. But I would have 
Gentlemen remember, that this Nation 
has once already been more grievoufly oppreffed

Thus the Excife-Scheme triumphed for this 
firt Day in the Houfe of Commons, but the 
Debate had lafted fo long, that it was near 
Two o’Clock on Tburfday Morning before the 
Houfe rofe, and therefore they adjourned over 
till next Day, being Friday the 16th ot Marcb, 
when they ordered the Report to be received.

Befides thefe Reafons, drawn from

Now every 
Symptom of this Kind renewed the 
Dread of relapfing into thofe Mife- 
ties, from which the Nation had fo 
htely recovered itfelf; and this Dread 
had the natural Effeét of ‘all extreme 
Fears. It hurried Men into every 
Principle ‘as well as Meafare, which 
feemed to be che moft oppofite to 
thofe of the Perfons fear'd, and the 
moft likely, tho’ at any other Rifque, 
to defeat their Defigns, and to obvi- 
ate the prefent Danger, real or ima- 
ginary. 

If we may believe * One, who cer- 
tainly was not partial again rhe 
Se&s, both Presbyterians and Inde- 


pendents bad carried the Principle of 


Rigour, in the Point of Confcience, 
much higher, and atted more inm- 
placably upon it, than ever the Church 
of England bath dome in its anzrieft 
Fits.

C noble Lords had ftood in the Breach 
againit Popery and foreign Puliticks; 
and what one of them faid of the 
other, that is, Southampton of Cla- 
rendon, may be apply’d with Juttice 
to both.

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own Creatures to be returned ; or if that Stra 
tagem fails, the Gentlemen of the Country may 
bz fo opprefied with the Debts they have con- 
tracted in the Service of their Fellow-Subjects, 
that they muft be obliged to betray their In- 
terefts to fave themfelves and their Families 
from Ruin: This wicked Scheme has, in

ROM Vienna, The Court has re- 
ceived an Exprefs from Prince Pbilip 
of Hejfe Darmftadt, Governor of Man- 

tua, with Advice that the French and Pied- 
montexze Troops had already made themfelves 
Mafters of Part of the Mi/ancze, and feemed 
to have a Defign to march towards Mantua, 
either to befiege that Place, or to block it 
up: Whereupon the Aulick Council have 
difpatched frefh Orders to feveral Regiments 
in Hungary and Tranfilvania, to haften their 
March to Italy as much as poffible. 


From Paris. The French Trocps under the 
King o Sardinia have taken Tortona, No- 
wira, Pavia, and the City of Milan, the 
Caftle whereof they have blecked up, and 
are attacking the Caftle of Picighitone. The 
Spanifh Fleet, with 25,000 Men on board, 
failed the 4th Initant. 


From the Camp at Maffaro in Italy, Nov. 
12. The King of Sardinia fet out the 7th 
from Pavia, and lay that Night at the Camp 
at St. Chriflines on the 8th his Majefty 
march’d at the Head of his Army, and en- 
camp'd at Chigno/le, near St. Colombau; on 
the gth at Cadozne, and on the 1oth arriv’d 
within a League o° Picighitone, which was 
that Morning invefted juft below the River 


_Aidda, by the Marqueis de Marilebois, Lieu- 


tenant General for the Day, whilft the Army 
fpread itfelf along the Plain, between the 
upper and lower Part of the River: They 
are agtually at Work on. fettling Bridges of 
Communication on the faid River, after 
which three Brigades of Infantry at leait, 
with fome Cavalry, will pafs, to inveft the 
Town on the other Side. 


From Vienna. *Tis affured that Prince 
Eugene will go to command the Army next 
Spring in Italy, and the Court reckons to 
have a fufficient Number of Forces there by 
that Time, not only to ftop the Progrefs. of 
the Enemy, but retake all they thall make 
themfclves Matters of this Winter. 


From Milan, Nov. 22. Our laft Advices 
from Picighitome, affure us, that the befieg’d 
defend themfelves with great Bravery; that 
they have already made above 400 Dilcharges 
of their Cannon upon the* Enemy, and have 
kill'd and wounded a great Number; the 
latter of which are conftantly convey'd away 
to the Hofpital of Lodi. The French Troops 
here have oblig’d the City to fupply them 
with a vai Quantity of Wood, Cattle and 
Forage; they have alfo made a Demand 
of 400,000 Philippi’s. 


From the fame Place. The Citadel of 
this City is clofely block’d up; "tis thought 
however that the Garrifon will not wait to 
be reduced by Famine. The Marquifs de 
Vijconti, the Governor, died Yefterday. The 
City of Mantua is a€tually befieg’d: That of 
Picighitone holds out to a Miracle. 


From the Efcurial. On the 3d. Mr. Keene, 
the Exglifh Minifter, had an Audience of 
their Catholick Maijefties, wherein he preffed 
the Acceptance of an Accommodation which 
the King of Great Britain had propofed, for 
putting an End to all Differences: But the 
King roundly anfwer’d him, that he was in- 
finitely obliged to the King of England for 
the great Pains he had taken, and fhould al- 
ways gratefully remember them; but that he 
was concerned to fay, he could not at pre- 
fent give his Britannick Majefty the Satisfac- 
tion he defired, the Emperor's Refolution be- 
ing come too late.
